Carnegie Flees to Highland Solitudes 
to Escape the Penalty of 
Being Rich. 


LONDON, May 16.—Andrew Carnegie left 
London to-day for Skibo Castle. In an in- 
terview just published he is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“T am looking forward to protection in 
my highland solitude from the army of 
mendicants that every hour is importuning 
me for subscriptions to every conceivable 
object. Even were I disposed to accede to 
these applications for promiscuous assis- 
tance, my resources for philanthrophy have 
already been fully hypothecated, and bom- 
barding me with further appeals is simply 


proof must be absolute. It ust rest on 
thousands of teste made by thoroughly 
scientific observer. It does not appear 
that these men have made more than a few 
tests. The results of a few teste are not 
to be accepted as conclusive, or even in- 
dicative. In the Pasteur Institute, in Paris, 
if after making 10,000 experiments they are 
able to demonstrate one little scientific fact 
they are satisfied. 

op have never heard of these professors. 
They come along, make a few experiments 
and proclaim a discovery which means a 
revolution of the world. 

‘Results have been achieved by injections 
of the thyroid glands of animals in cases of 
myxoedema or arrested development, which 
are surprising, but although this treatment 
has been employed six years, the results 
are not such as to commend the treatment 
fullv to scientific men. 

“There is no basis in established scientific 
facts of physiology to justify the accept- 
ance of the representations of the Chicago 
professors. The subject is entirely experi- 
mental. If they are able to show reéults in 
a sufficient number of cases, their con- 
clusions will be accepted eagerly by men 
of science. 

“T would welcome it gladly. It might 
make my hair grow.”

CLEVELAND, O., May 16.—Judge Ricks 
of the United States Circuit Court to-day 
decided in favor of the street railways in 
the legal battle over the low fare ordinancés 
passed by the City Council several months 
ago. The court sustained the railroads in 
their claim that the ordinances were in con- 
travention of the fourteenth constitutional 
amendment. Judge Ricks said that the 
temporary injunction asked for by the com- 
panies was therefore granted, to remain in 
effect until a hearing could be held on an 
application by the companies for a perma- 
nent injunction against the low fare ordi- 
nances. 

The ordinances required the street car 
companies to carry passengers for 4 cents 
and for universal transfers.

ECHOES OF THE ORDINATION. 


¥YISHOP CLARK ANNOYED BY THE 
CONTROVERSY. 


There Is a Tendency Among Clergy- 
men Who Get Into Trouble to 
Flee to the Episcopal Church 
as a Haven of Refuge. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I1., May 16.—Rt. Rev. 
Thomas Clark, the venerable presiding 
bishop of the American House of Bishops, 
has been much annoyed by the controversy 
over the Briggs matter, which he considers 
most unfortunate. It has brought him a 
vast amount of correspondence and many 
telegrams in regard to a matter over which 
he thinks he has no control. The Bishop

“They can howl if they desire, but that 
is all that it can amount to.” 

Bishop Clark has also been much dis- 
turbed over the Funston matter. The Rev 
J. B. Funston of Portsmouth, Va.. was to 
have been consecrated Bishop of the diocese 
of Boise, Idaho, but owing to the protest 
of 11 bishops the order for consecration has 
been canceled. A special meeting of the 
House of Bishops has been called to meet 
in St. Louis in October for the election of 
a bishop for Japan. The Funston matter 
may be referred to that convention also by 
the presiding bishop for action. No other 
business can come up except that for which 
the convention is called, which would pre- 
vent action by the House of Bishops should 
such action be contemplated.

GEN. WOOD THE COMING MAN. 


PROBABLE CLASH OVER CUBAN 
DISARMAMENT. 


The War Department Believes That 
Force Will Have to Be Used to 
Get Guns Out of the Hands 
of Natives. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Dissatisfaction 
with Gen. Brooke’s conduct of Cuban af- 
fairs is growing. , Everyone who comes 
from Havana has the same criticism to 
make—incompetency, arising from the Gen- 
eral’s lack of those qualities necessary in 
an executive dealing with a problem as in- 
tricate as that presented by conditions in 
Cuba. 

Each day communications are received 
at the War Department protesting against 


what are asserted to be arbitrary orders is- 
sued iby the Military Governor. He is se- 
verely criticised by the Cubans, and his de- 
termination to enforce objectionable orders 
meets with the most determined opposition. 
The trouble in disarming and paying off the 
Cuban troops is regarded in some quarters 
as reflecting on the administration of Gen, 
Brooke. 

Several of the orders issued by the Mili- 
tary Governor applying to the disbandment 
of the army of Cuba are regarded at the 
War Department, it is said, as entirely un- 
called for. 

Before these objectionable orders were is- 
sued the army expressed its entire satisfac- 
tion at the terms offered by America, and 
peaceable submission was confidently ex- 
pected. It is positively stated that the de- 
partment is in confidential communication 
with Gen. Leonard Wood, Governor of the 
Province of Santiago, and it is predicted 
that he will succeed Gen. Brooke. 

Senor A. Laduna, a prominent Cuban 
planter, who has been in Washington for 
several days, said that instead of order 
being restored, the contrary was the case. 
“Cuba was better off one month ago than 
it is to-day,”’ said Senor Laduna, “‘and this 
was brought about by the arbitrary course 
of Gen. Brooke. He has endeavored to en- 
force American customs, which will not 
apply to Cuba, and as a result the people 
have become dissatisfied with his manage- 
ment of the island’s affairs.”’ 

It is said that much of the dissatisfaction 
over Gen. Brooke's administration has been 
caused by Gen. Ludlow’s methods in gov- 
erning Havana city. It is stated that many 
of the orders of the Governor of Havana 
have been revised by the Secretary of War, 
and much of the trouble in the city is be- 
lieved to have been caused by the enforce- 
ment of objectionable restrictions. Gen. 
Ludlow has tried to Americanize the opu- 
lation in a few weeks, after years of on 
ish rule. In one sweeping order he has pro- 
hibited all Sunday amusements, including 
bull fights, etc., and otherwise curtailed the 
ancient license of the inhabitants. This has 
occasioned Sunday brawls, followed by 
humerous arrests. 

Cubans here say that Gomez has lost 
much of his popularity, because he has per- 
mitted himself to be used by Gen. Brooke 
to further the latter’s ideas of Cuban Gov- 
ernment. 

The action of Gen. Gomez in refusing 
to further participate in the cistribution of 
the $3,000,000, and in the disarmament of 
the proposed beneficiaries, taken in connec- 
tion with intimations of possible uprisings 
forebodes serious trouble, it is feared, be- 
fore the Cuban problem is solved. Although 
Gen. Brooke in his dispatches to the War 
Department takes an optimistic view of the 
situation, expressing the belief that he can 
accomplish the distribution of the $3,000,000 
and the disarmament of the Cuban army 
without the ald of Gen. Gomez, the authori- 
ties are not a little concerned over the at- 
titude of other Cuban leaders. They fear 
that their influence will be sufficient to pre- 
vent an amicable’ arrangement being 
reached with the Cuban soldiers. In view 
of what has happened. the authorities here 
think that Gen. Brooke will have to deal

SAN JUAN, PORTO RICO, May 16.—The

Luis Munoz Rivera former President of the 
Porto Rican Insular Cabinet, publishes a 


letter from him in reference to the recall 
of Maj.-Gen. Guy V. Henry, recently Gov- 
ernor-General of Porto Rico. Senor Rivera 
says: 

‘“‘Who does not know that the government 
in the hands of such a man was like the 
web of Penelope, now woven and afterward 
torn or unraveled? Who does not remember 
a thousand errors which the insular secre- 
taries could not repair? These are the real 
reasons for the recall—reasons laid bare by 
me with rude frankness to the American 
Colonial Commission. 

‘The motives assigned by 
States Secretary of War 
namely, consideration for the health of 
Gen. Henry, and similar excuses, had no 
basis in the facts of the case. Gen. Henry 
wished to remain in Porto Rico. I tele- 
graphed you on March 28 from Havana ad. 
vising you that the change would be madé. 
and later joyfully confirmed this informa. 
tion on the strength of official advices from 
New York. I do not wish Gen. Henry any 
ill, but I do not want the Island of Porto 
Rico transformed into a lunatic asylum.”

That ap- 
plies just as much to the smart politician 
as it applies to the unscrupulous man of 
affairs who makes a fgrtune illegitimately. 

‘Any man who has had to do with our 
legislative bodies, as Senator, Assembly- 
man, as Congressman, especially if he has 
been Speaker of the lower house, as I have, 
knows that, as a rule, the man who is the 
loudest denouncer of corporate wealth— 
spelling ‘corporate’ with a large ‘C’ and 
‘wealth’ with a large ‘W’'—and who is the 
most inflammable in his insistence, in pub- 
lic, that he will not permit the liberties of 
the country to be subverted by the men of 
means, is himself the very man for whom 
you want to look out most sharply when 
there comes up something which some cor- 
rupt corporation does really want, and 
about which there is not any great popular 
excitement at the moment. 

‘‘A public man here is bound to represent 
his constituents, but he is no less bound to 
cease to represent them when, on a great 
moral question of right or wrong, he feels 
that they are taking the wrong side. Let 
him go out of politics rather than stay in 
at the cost of doing what his own con- 
science forbade him to do; and, while up- 
holding that principle in theory, do not 
forget to uphold it in practice. 

“The one hope and one safety in dealing 
with this problem is to send into our public 
bodies men who shall be honest, who shall 
realize their obligations—their obligations 
to rich and poor alike—and who shall draw 
the line, not between the rich man and 
poor man, but between the honest man and 
the dishonest man. The proper use of prop- 
erty is to use it as any honest man would 
use his peeoeesy in reference to his brother. 

“Its abuse is to use it as any honest man 
would not use his property in reference to 
his brother; and all that the Legislature, 
all that our public bodies have to do is to 
see that our policy as a State, that ‘the 
policy of the Legislature and the policy of 
the nation is shaped along those lines; and, 
when a measure comes up in our State Leg- 
islature it shall be treated, not from the 
standpoint, ‘I am against corporations— 
ain’t going to give them any powers,’ or, 
on the other hand, “The corporations—they 
want this. What will woe | pay for it?’ 

‘‘Now send men into public duty, who, on 


to any demagogic attack on men of means, 
men who will realize how much this coun- 
try owes to the architects of its material 
prosperity, who will realize that every man 
in legitimate business benefits not only him- 
self, but benefits the whole community in 
which he resides, and men whdé, on the 
other hand, will not be Dlinded by those 
considerations to the fact that too many 
men of means, too many successful men of 
business, strive to bring into public life 
the kinds of chicanery by which they have 
won in business life.’’ 


CATTLEMEN ARE INDIGNANT. 


Recent Quarantine Laws May Cause 
the Western Oklahomans to Boy- 
cott Kansas City. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., May 16.—The cattle men 
of Western Oklahoma are organiz'ng a boy- 
cott on Kansas City and threaten to ship 
all of their cattle to Chicago and South 


Omaha because of the recent action of the 
Kansas Quarantine Board in requiring in- 
ray ae of all Oklahoma cattle entering 
the State. This rule was approved by the 
Missouri Board, mening shipment to Kan- 
sas City a difficult and expensive matter. 

Col. Albert Dean of Kansas City, agent 
of the United States Quarantine Depart- 
ment’s sub-station, met with the Territorial] 
Live Stock Commission and granted the 
board’s request to raise the government 
quarantine line so as to exclude Logan, 
Noble and Oklahoma counties from the 
quarantine district. 

When seen regarding the above dispatch 
H. P. Child, assistant ‘general manager of 
the Kansas City Stock Yards Company, 
said that an effort would be made to get 
the Missouri board to regcind its action 
backing up the rule of the Kansas board.

CREATING A POWERFUL COMBINE. 


An effort is being made by the plutocratic organs and the 
lobbyists of the street railway syndicate to convince mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives that the stréet railway 
trust hill is not so bad as it is painted. 

But while talking vaguely about restrictions and limitations 
they cannot point out a single vital restriction or limitation. 

The provision cf the bill requiring the consent of a majority 
of the property owners on a street sought to be used for 
street railway purposes, is a monopoly provision. In St. Louis 
blanket franchises. which cover practically all the streets 
of vulue, have been obtained, and the object now is to pre- 
vent: fresh competition and to protect and strengthen the 
monopoly. 

It was shown by the opponents of the measure that th? 
transfer provision is vague and meaningless. But even if it 
were clear it would secure nothing more than is now se- 
cured by the charters of the railways. 

The vital objects sought by the combine promoters and 
embodied in the bill are: 


—— 


2. The unlimited issue of stocks and bonds. 


Under the first provision the street railways of the State 
will be monopolized and the monopoly will be thoroughly 
protected. The street railway syndicate will own the citles 
of Missouri. Competition wili be killed. 

Under the second provision all the enormous value of the 
monopolized street railway franchises will be absorbed by 
stocks and bonds. The railway properties will be watered 
to the full extent of their earning capacity now and for years 
to come. The people will pay the ni WE on the watered 
stock. 

No ingenuity ef argument can conceal‘the plain fact that 
this bill is a trust enabling act, framed solely in®the interest of 
a combine syndicate which will mercilessly use the power it 
confers to despoil the people. It will create the most power- 
ful political combine in the State.

GANG QF HOODLUM BOYS. 


ONE OF THEM MADE A CRIPPLE 


‘When She Complained to the Mothers 
of the Boys She Was Charged 
With Disturbing the Peace.

When Mrs. Annie Green told City Attor- 
ney Kinsey her story, the case charging 
her with disturbing the peace was nolle 
prossed and she was allowed to return to 
her home at 517 La Salle street. 
Mrs. Green is a mild-mannered woman, 
with an honest face. She is a cripple and 
has been so since her birth. She has two 


children and her husband has been out of 
work a long time. It ‘s by her own efforts 
that the faenily is supported. 

“I never disturbed any one’s peace,” she 
said. “I am the one who has suffered—I 
and my children. 

“This little boy that I hold in my arms 
is 4 years old. He is a cripple and doubt- 
less will be for life. But he was a per- 
fect child when he was born and cquld be 
 atemy | if it were not for the pers®cution 
that has been made upon us by those who 
have brought me into court. Last sum- 
mer they threw stones at the little fellow 
and knocked him down. His leg was broken 
and he lay in the Children’s Hospital more 
than a month. 

“After I had got him home one day he 
was lying on his bed by an open window. 
I was sewing by his bedside. Suddenly 
something was hurled through the window, 
and I heard the shrieks of laughter from 
a gang of boys on the outside. The thing 
that came in on the bed was a live snake, 
and the hideous thing wriggied and went 
directly toward my child, who was fright- 
ened almost into spasms. 

“I seized the reptile in my bare hands 
and threiton the floor and despatche it. 
It was an hour before I could quiet «the 
little fellow. He has never been able yet 
to walk and I guess he never will be. 

“Last week the same crowd of children 
threw stones at my little girl. One of the 
stones struck her on the side of the head 
and made a | wound. I wanted to get 
them prosecuted, but the authorities would 
not listen to me. tohkd the mothers of 
the children, who injured mine so, that I 
would do them bodily harm if they did not 
we away.

And if you watched the 
eenter fielder when St. Louis was at the 
bat you would have noticed how closely 
his keen eyes—which never missed a play 
in any part of the field—watched the little 
lady and how he responded instantly to 
géome of her signals. 

The player down in the field was William 
E. Hoy; the little lady in the grand stand 
was his wife. Both were born deaf and 


dumb, though she long since learned “‘lip 
reading,’’ which means that she can inter- 
pret another’s speech by watching the 
speaker’s lips, and she can respond in 
speech fully as intelligibly as that of or- 
dinary individuals, though more of a mono- 
tone, yet with a modulation that gives @ 
piquancy and an added charm to her con- 
versation. 

Only when ‘talking with a man who car- 
ries a big mustache is she bothered in 
catching the meaning of the worde from 
the movements of the lips. Hoy can read 
lips, too, but not as well as his bright 
little wife, and he talks, but net as much, 
and seldom «to strangers. 

Among the baliplayers ig no more in- 
teresting personality than that of William 
E. Hoy. He is very well educated and 
writes a better letter than half the col- 
lege professors could write. When he was 
old enough to strike out for himself he 
studied for a long time over the choice of 
work. Finally, he chose that of playing 
ball, in which as a boy he had come 
an adepi in his native Ohio town, 
lieving thet he could succeed in that, 
as little handicap from his infirmity as in 
any other business. Several successful 
years have justified his judgment. He is 
well-to-do and could retire from the dia- 
mond without fear of the future.

Mr. Scullin notified Col. R. Mansfield. 
agent of the publishers, after seven sets 
of the work had been delivered on the con- 
tract, that he did not want the other three. 
He also said he would institute suit for 
damages if his biography and portrait ap- 
peared in any of the books. 

The publishers said they would not force 
Mr. Scullin to take the remaining books if 
he did not want them, but that they would 
expect him.to pay for what he had re- 
ceived. He said he expected to do that and 
asked that his bill be sent him. 

The bill came by return mail and almost 
took the millionaire’s breath away. It 
called for $350 for seven sets of the work. 
and Mr. Scullin said he knew he had only 
agreed to pay $50 for the whole set. He 
informed the publishers of the discrepancy 
and declared he would submit to no such 
extortion. The publishers kindly showed 
Mr. Scullin his contract, {In which it was 
specifically agreed that he was to pay $0 
a section for 10 sections of the work. 

He then said he could not deny his own 
signature, but claimed that the contents 
of the contract had been misrepresented 
to him. He declared that he had been de- 
frauded and said he would not pay the bill 
for that reason. 

He was sued by the publishers in Justice 
Harmon's court, and, after twelve contin- 
uances, judgment was rendered against him, 
the Justice holding that he had made the 
contract and could not now withdraw from 
its terens because he was dissatisfied.
